He added, "If the bar is to go

Committee Gets 
Dillon's Plan 
for a Tax Cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre- 


tary of the Treasury Douglas Dil- 
lon put before the House Ways 
and Means Committee today a 
proposal for an $U-billinn tax cut 
in two steps beginning Jan. 1. 
,., . 


Individual 
tax 
rates 
Would 


range from 14 per cent on the 
first $500 of income to a 70 per' 
cent top. The present range is 20 
on the first $2,000 to a top of 91. 


Corporate income taxes would 


be reduced from the present 52 
per cent to 48 per cent; 


Dillon's proposals were 
pre- 


sented at a cl'osed meeting of the 
committee. Dillon declined to tell 
newsmen about them, but other 
sources filled in some details. 


Since tax revisions already ap- 


proved1 by the committee and ex- 
pected to be approved would re- 
sult in an increase of something 
over $1 billion a yonr in revenue, 
the net effect if the Treasury- , 
prepared rate schedules were ac- 
cepted would be a reduction of 
somthing between $9 billion and 
$10 billion when the new provi- 
sions are fully effective. 


It was understood the proposal 


is to put two-thirds of the indi- 
vidual cut into effect Jan. 1, the 
remainder a year later. 
' 


This woul'd mean a slightly 


smaller tax cut eventually than 
President 
Kennedy 
originally 


proposed, but probably1 a greater 
immediate reduction. 


The committee is ncaring the 


end of its work on a tax bill that 
is expected to go to the House for 
consideration early in September. 


One member said the Treasury 


proposals appeared to be well re- 
ceived and were likely! to repre- 
sent fairly closely the ultimate 
committee action.

Raps Critics 
of U.S. Space 
Prbgram

BLACKSBURG, Va. (AP) — A 


government scientist today chal- 
lenged critics who want more em- 
phasis on space weapons develop- 
ment, saying the present ITS. 
space program is laying a broad 
base for both scientific and mili- 
tary operations. 


Homer E. Newell, director of 


space science for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis- 
tration, said: 


"Those who argue' that we 


should dispense with the frills of 
science and space exploration and 
concentrate on the necessities of 
military development, forget that 
we can't really say what the mil- 
itary necessities in space will be 
and it would be foolhardy1 to pre- 
tend that we can." 


In a speech prepared for an 


artificial satellite conference at 
Virginia 
Polytechnic 
Institute 


here, Newell said: 


"We do not wish to develop a 


Maginot Line in space, only to 
have it flanked by forces of great- 
er flexibility. We need to develop 
in a broad way our space capa- 
bility so that we will have the 
ability to move in anyi direction 
required by future events to meet 
any threats along whatever lines 
might develop."

and navigation

The Air Force is training astro- 


nauts for NASA's two-man Proj- 
ect Gemini orbital and rendezvous 
flights. Later, Air Force astro- 
nauts will fly Gemini capsules

glider. 


Advocates of a strong military 


program think the United' States 
should be working on spacecraft 
to spy on enemy satellites and 
destroy them if they are carrying 
nuclear bombs.

Continues at

agent testified today that he could 
not remember ever having exam- 
ined an income tax return filed 
by state Sen. Q. Byrum Hurst of 
Hot Springs.

Last week in Hurst's income 


tax evasion trial in federal Dis- 
trict Court, Hurst's former ac- 
countant, James J. Dowds, testi- 
fied that an IRS agent examined 
Hurst's tax return for 1951 
found nothing wrong with it. 


Dowds said he could not re- 


member the agent's name, but 
that! the agent ha dlefti the IRS 
to become general manager of 
the West Coast edition of the 
New York Times. 


After leaving the Gazette, Olson 


spent six months with the Times 
in New York, then went to Los 
Angeles to become general man- 
ager of the Times' western edi- 
tion. 


Olson said under cross examina-

deriding and abusing them for 
months. 


Both claim direct descent from

The Russians because they say 
peaceful coexistence is possible 
and the Chinese because they say 
t isn't. 
This 
has 
its 
own historic 


hilarity, since Lenin was a man 
who wore two hats, being differ- 
mt things at different times and 
never always the same. 


Before his Bolsheviks took over 


Russia,) with him in charge, he 
was a hard-nosed, relentless un- 
yielding, uncompromising revolu- 
tionary extremist. 


He switched and accommodated 


nimself to necessities once he 
took charge and was responsible 
For making communism work: He 
Decame a compromiser. But this 
did not mean he ever lost his de- 
dication to Communist conquest 
of the world. 


He didn't. With him the end 


was never in question. It was just 
the means he changed to reach 
the end. In this sense no one out- 
side Russia and China has any 
doubt both are Leninists. 


They've just split on tactics, 


not on purpose. Yet,, as they 
march down the road together to- 
ward their common goal, each is 
afraid1 the other will try to dump 
it in the ditch. 


They've fouled things up for 


Communists elsewhere. Around 
the world they're arguing among 
themselves about who's right. 


Meanwhile, French President 


Charles de Gaulle has made his 
own contribution to the uneasiness 
of his allies. 


His government says it doesn't 


distrust Kennedy's promise 
to 


protect Western Europe from at- 
tack but it doubts Kennedy's suc- 
cessor 10 years from now can be 
trusted to do the same. 


By! this reasoning France says 


it must 'make nuclear weapons to 
protect itself—just in case—which 
is a chilling spectacle for all its 
neighbors and aiJies for the same 
reason the French gave about the 
United States. 


While De Gaulle can be trusted, 


maybe his successor 10 years 
from now can't be.
